SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 

During  1964  we  note  the  ever  increasing  cost  of  assistance 
in  the  Public  Welfare  categories.  The  added  costs  are  mainly 
due  to  changes  in  State  laws  making  assistance  more  liberal. 

Extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  Berkley-Dighton  Bridge 
during  the  year.  Berkley  and  Dighton  have  jointly  made  progress 
in  their  petition  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  for 
a new  bridge. 

An  additional  section  of  South  Main  Street  has  been  sur- 
veyed for  reconstruction  and  the  voters  will  be  asked  to  ap- 
prove this  section  as  layed  out  by  the  Selectmen  at  the  1965 
Town  Meeting.  Also,  a section  of  Anthony  Street  has  been  sur- 
veyed for  reconstruction  for  voters  approval. 

We  recommend  that  a sum  of  $1,000  be  made  available  to 
continue  the  improvement  of  Riverside  Drive  and  a sum  of 
$1,000  to  continue  construction  of  Anthony  Street. 

The  Selectmen  will  also  request  for  voters  approval  to  lay 
out  of  Porter  Street  from  Pine  Street  to  South  Main  Street  as  a 
Chapter  90  reconstruction  project. 

It  was  with  regret  that  we  accepted  the  resignation  of  Rus- 
sell A.  Haskell  as  our  Civil  Defense  Director.  As  director,  Has- 
kell’s department  met  the  standards  as  set  forth  by  the  Area 
Director. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  for 
their  cooperation  with  us  in  the  conduct  of  the  Town’s  business.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


To:  The  Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Berkley : 

Gentlemen: 

As  your  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  I submit  the  following 
report  for  the  year  of  1964. 

During  the  year  of  1964  there  were  a total  of  68  fire  calls  an- 
swered by  the  Fire  Department,  Town  Dump — 13,  Grass  and 
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Brush— 33,  House  Bldgs,  and  Chimmney— 8,  Car— 8,  out  of  town 
assistance  to  Lakeville— 3,  Raynham— 1,  Taunton— 1,  one  false 
alarm. 

There  were  a total  of  43  ambulance  trips  made  with  the  town 
ambulance  by  members  of  the  Fire  Department  Personnel,  Mor- 
ton Hospital,  Taunton— 30,  Fall  River  Hospitals— 2,  Boston  Hospi- 
tals— 2,  Taunton  State  Hospital — 2,  Middleboro  Hospital — 1,  Rest 
Homes — 6. 

The  Fire  Extinguishers  in  the  schools,  library,  churches  and 
public  places  of  businesses  have  been  inspected  by  a member  of 
the  Fire  Department  so  designated  by  me  during  the  past  year, 
monthly  fire  drills  are  held  (weather  permitting)  during  the 
school  season  under  the  school  principals  supervision  who  is  a 
qualified  fireman. 

To  the  townspeople  again  I would  like  to  call  your  attention 
ot  the  town  ambulance  that  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Fire 
Department,  this  is  your  ambulance  and  it  is  for  the  use  of  all 
residents  of  the  town  that  require  ambulance  service,  at  this  time 
the  Fire  Department  is  short  handed  for  qualified  attendants  that 
have  completed  the  red  cross  course  of  first-aid  training  as  the 
registry  of  motor  vehicles  law  states  that  the  owner  or  custodian 
shall  NOT  allow  the  ambulance  to  transport  a sick  or  injured 
person  unless  the  operator  or  an  attendant  has  been  certified 
successfully  completed  the  senior  red  cross  course  of  first-aid 
training  or  has  received  training  which  is  equivalent  thereto, 
until  the  last  year  we  had  about  25  names  listed  with  the  above 
course  were  available,  for  call  at  the  present  time  there  is  about 
8 available,  we  are  urgently  in  need  of  those  who  will  take  this 
course  and  assist  us  in  the  operation  of  the  town  ambulance. 


I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  residents  of  the 
town  for  their  cooperation  with  the  Fire  Department,  also  express 
my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Fire  Dept.,  Police  Dept., 
and  all  others  who  have  cooperated  and  assisted  in  carrying  out 
the  duties  of  this  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  LIBRARY 


This  year  the  new  parking  lot  was  excavated  and  oiled  and  is 
in  use.  Remaining  to  be  done  is  a bumper  at  the  far  end.  A rear 
door  was  opened  to  the  public  from  the  parking  lot  for  further 
convenience,  and  a folding  door  installed  at  that  level  to  elimi- 
nate the  potential  danger  of  a fall  downstairs. 

The  librarian  was  given  a raise  in  salary.  The  floors  of  the 
main  library  were  refinished,  and  the  chimney  was  pointed. 

We  wish  to  remind  the  townspeople  that  the  trustees  offer  the 
use  of  the  downstairs  hall  as  a meeting  place  at  no  charge  to 
civic  organizations  and  for  a nominal  sum  to  other  groups.  Last 
year  it  was  used  over  240  times.  Groups  using  the  hall  include 
the  Planning  Board,  Taxpayers’  Assoc.,  Brownies,  Girl  and  Boy 
Scouts,  the  Registrar  of  Voters,  State  Auditors  and  Women’s 
Club. 

It  is  our  goal  to  help  the  library  to  grow  with  the  town,  but 
it  should  be  noted  that  after  operational  and  maintenance  ex- 
penses such  as  heat,  salaries,  lights  and  telephone,  and  includ- 
ing the  downstairs  hall,  less  than  one-fifth  of  our  appropriation 
remains  for  actual  purchase  and  replacement  of  books  which  be- 
come more  expensive  each  year. 

Library  hours  are  as  follows:  Winter  — Mon.  6-8;  Thurs. 
10:30-8;  Sat.  2-5;  and  Summer  — Mon.  6-8;  Thurs.  2-5;  and 
Sat.  2-5. 


It  was  with  regret  that  we  received  the  resignation  of 
Corinne  Macker,  who  had  served  on  the  board  for  eight  years. 

We  wish  to  thank  our  librarian  Helen  Craven  for  the  many 
extra  hours  she  has  put  in  on  her  own  time,  and  both  Mrs.

REPORT  OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 
COMMISSION 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Berkley,  Mass. 

During  the  year  1964,  the  Industrial  Development  Commis- 
sion of  the  Town  of  Berkley  held  several  meetings,  which  were 
held  in  the  basement  of  the  Berkley  Junior  High  School. 

The  meetings  were  well  attended  by  members  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  many  important  matters  were  discussed.  The 
Commission  considered  among  others,  the  following  suggestionis : 
that  a survey  be  made  of  all  skilled  labor  in  the  town  of  Berkley; 
that  proper  signs  be  erected  to  advertise  and  attract  business 
and  industry;  that  limitations  be  made  upon  the  size  and  type  of 
sign  to  be  used  and  the  locations  where  such  signs  should  be 
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installed;  the  Commission  also  discussed  methods  to  he  used 
to  induce  new  business  and  industry  to  locate  in  the  town  of 
Berkley. 

Among  the  most  important  matters  acted  upon  by  the 
Commission,  was  an  attempt  to  induce  the  Thompson  Chemical 
Company  to  locate  in  Berkley.  The  Commission  devoted  much 
time  and  effort  to  this  matter,  without  success,  as  after  an 
extensive  survey  was  made  by  the  Commission  of  suitable 
locations,  the  Thompson  Chemical  Company  did  not  Choose  to 
locate  its  plant  in  Berkley.

There  were  no  new  sub-divisions  in  1964  necessitating  Plan- 
ning Board  action  under  the  Sub-division  Control  Law.

These  proposed  amendments 
are  felt  to  be  advantageous  to  the  economic  condition  of  the  town. 

We  are  indebted  to  Board  member,  Stuart  Waterfield,  whose 
term  expires  in  1965.  “Stu”  has  contributed  much  time  and  effort 
toward  the  betterment  of  Berkley.

DIRECTOR’S  REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare, 
Town  of  Berkley,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1964, 
is  herewith  submitted. 

The  activities  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  have  in- 
cluded the  administration  of  the  following  programs: 

Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children 
Disability  Assistance 
General  Relief 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged 
Old  Age  Assistance 

Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  was  granted  to  an 
average  twenty-seven  eligible  recipients.  Federal  participation 
was  increased  during  the  year.  Effective  December,  1964, 
children  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  who  are  attending  school  regularly,  leading  to  a high  school 
diploma  or  its  equivalent,  or  attending  vocational  or  receiving 
technical  training  designed  to  fit  him  for  gainful  employment, 
a recent  amendment  provides  for  Federal  financial  participation 
in  the  assistance  for  each  child. 

Disability  Assistance,  however,  was  granted  to  no  one,  due 
to  the  fact  that  no  one  applied  for  this  category. 

General  Relief  case  load  average  three  during  the  past 
year.  Those  who  do  not  meet  the  requirements  for  categorical 
assistance,  this  type  of  assistance  is  granted.  Effective  Janu- 
ary 1st,  1964,  with  the  elimination  of  Legal  Settlement,  the  State 
reimbursement  for  this  town  is  23.88%,  on  all  cases  aided  under 
the  program. 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  was  granted  to  an  average 
fourteen  persons  during  the  year  1964.  Expenditures  for  this 
category  of  assistance  will  continue  to  increase.  Recipients  who 
received  Old  Age  Assistance  upon  entering  a licensed  nursing 
home  are  transferred  to  this  program.  Also,  persons  residing 
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in  their  own  homes,  and  in  need  of  medical,  are  eligible  under 
this  program. 

Old  Age  Assistance  case  load  average  sixteen.  Legal 
settlements  being  eliminated  as  of  January  1,  1964,  each  City 
or  Town,  will  be  responsible  for  the  revisions  made  in  this 
program.  Effective  September  1,  1964,  Leisure  Time  Activities 
allowance  was  increased  one-dollar.  There  was  also  a change 
in  the  budgets  on  the  Fuel  & Light  allowance— now  payments 
are  made  once  a year  instead  of  twice  a year.  Revisions  were 
also  made  in  a married  child’s  exemption  and  increasing  the 
exemption  for  each  of  his  or  her  dependents. 

Administration 

The  Commonwealth  reimburses  the  Town  of  Berkley  for 
25%  of  the  costs  of  administering  all  categorical  assistance 
programs.  The  Federal’s  share  is  50%.  The  Town’s  share 
is  25%. 

In  concluding  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1964,  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  who  have  assisted 
me  in  any  way  during  tire  past  year.

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  ithe  first  grade. 


Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present 
a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his  physician 
that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 


Non-School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are  unable 
to  run,  a no-school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Station 
WSAR,  Fall  River,  Radio  Station  WPEP,  Taunton,  Radio  Sta- 
tion WPRO,  Providence  and  Radio  Station  WARA,  Attleboro. 
Parents  are  urged  to  use  their  own  judgement  about  sending 
their  children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The  fact  that  school  is 
in  session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by  all  pupils  is  ad- 
visable. 


Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for  pupils 
residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended  or  more 
than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils  living  at 
lesser  dictances  along  the  established  routes  are  transported  if 
the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time  to  time 
it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of  those  living 
under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  ca- 
pacity with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or  who 
will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following  January 
first.  There  will  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling.  Registration  must 
be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in  September. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I hereby  submit  imy  tenth  annual  report.  Incorporated  herein 
is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee,  the  School  Nurse, 
the  Principal,  the  Music  Supervisor  and  a report  of  the  School 
Doctor. 


Finances 

The  budget  shows  a gross  increase  of  $7,009.50  for  1965  and  af- 
ter reimbursements  have  been  deducted  a net  increase  of 
$8,972.40  over  1963  is  shown.  Teachers’  salaries  are  responsible 
for  the  major  part  of  the  increase.  The  State  minimum  for  teach- 
ers will  be  $5,000  per  year  effective  in  September  of  1965.  This 
will  mean  an  increase  in  all  teachers’  salaries.  The  Berkley 
School  Committee  has  worked  out  a plan  to  extend  this  increase 
over  two  years  thereby  easing  the  burden  of  the  increase. 

Transportation  has  decreased  due  to  the  elimination  of  an 
extra  bus  and  extra  mileage  that  was  added  during  the  time  the 
Berkley  Bridge  was  being  repaired. 

Most  of  the  other  items  in  the  budget  show  little  or  no  in- 
crease. 

The  increase  in  the  budget  is  3.4%.  This  is  a comparatively 
small  increase  when  this  is  compared  with  neighboring  towns. 

The  cost  per  pupil  in  the  elementary  school  for  1964  was 
$336.60  per  pupil. 


Personnel 

In  June  Mrs.  Barbara  Scherer,  the  special  class  teacher  left 
to  accept  a position  in  Attleboro,  Mr.  Edward  Peters  accepted 
a position  in  New  Bedford.  Mrs.  Arlene  Lyons,  a first  grade 
teacher,  resigned  to  be  at  home  and  Miss  Charlotte  Hathaway, 
the  vocal  music  supervisor  went  to  Florida. 

Miss  Joyce  Gamache,  a 1964  graduate  of  State  College  at 
Bridgewater,  replaced  Mrs.  Lyons.  Mrs.  Geraldine  Kenyon  who 
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had  taught  in  Halifax,  was  hired  to  teach  the  third  grade  that  has 
now  expanded  into  two  classes.  Mr.  Alfred  Rogash,  a graduate 
of  Suffolk  University  is  now  teaching  English  at  the  Junior  High 
School.  Mrs.  -Robert  Dewey,  who  taught  special  class  in  Taunton, 
assumed  a similar  position  in  Berkley.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Brandes  is 
the  music  supervisor.  She  is  a graduate  of  Eastern  Nazarene 
College. 


We  have  a fine  group  of  teachers  who  are  interested  in  our 
pupils  and  in  the  most  modern  methods  of  teaching  them. 


School  Program 

In  this  day  when  the  world  is  (changing  so  rapidly,  our  school 
curriculum  is  changing  rapidly  too.  We  have  now  extended  the 
revised  mathematics  program  .through  all  eight  grades.  The  new 
reading  program  begun  last  year  is  continuing.  The  junior  high 
school  teachers  are  working  with  the  teachers  in  Dighton  and 
Rehoboth  and  the  Regional  High  School  in  developing  modern 
programs  in  English,  foreign  language  and  social  studies.  Other 
programs  in  science  and  mathematics  will  be  pursued  in  1965. 
Most  all  members  of  the  faculty  have  taken  or  are  taking  courses 
covering  the  modern  curriculums. 


Buildings 

All  work  has  been  completed  on  .the  new  building.  The  Build- 
ing Committee  is  in  the  process  of  making  one  change  before 
filing  their  final  report.  This  change  involving  electricity  and  the 
purchase  of  transformers  so  that  we  may  have  primary  meter- 
ing instead  of  secondary  metering.  This  change  should  effect  a 
saving  of  from  $1,200.00  to  $1,400.00  in  the  yearly  budget  for 
power. 

The  old  school  has  been  repointed.  The  custodian  replaced 
the  broken  plaster  over  the  front  entrance  and  painted  the  hall- 
ways. Some  of  the  classrooms  were  painted  also.  Mr.  O’Connell 
from  the  Dighton  Rehoboth  Regional  Vocational  School  replaced 
the  decayed  window  sashes.  A war  surplus  sink  and  serving 
counter  were  purchased  and  installed  in  one  classroom.  This  can 
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now  be  used  to  serve  lunches  as  well  as  by  the  home  economics 
program  and  others  that  would  need  the  use  of  a sink.  A hot 
water  tank  was  also  purchased.  A new  electric  service  was  in- 
stalled to  even  the  load  on  the  various  circuits  in  the  building. 
The  floors  of  the  toilet  rooms  were  painted  with  an  epoxy  paint. 

Most  of  these  repairs  and  general  upkeep  of  both  buildings 
is  due  to  the  hard  work  of  Mr.  Babbitt  and  Mr.  Tedfield  Majcher. 
Both  of  these  men  work  long  hours  keeping  the  schools  in  good 
condition. 


Conclusion 

Once  again  I wish  to  thank  the  P.T.A.  the  Police  and  Fire- 
men’s Associations  and  the  Taxpayers  Association  for  their  gifts 
and  support  this  year.  The  work  of  Mrs.  Adele  Viveiros,  cafe- 
teria manager,  along  with  that  of  Mrs.  Mary  Fernandes  and 
Mrs.  Julia  Hackney  should  be  recognized  and  appreciated.  These 
people  are  now  operating  a cafeteria  program  as  good  as  any 
program  in  the  State.  This  program  has  been  worked  up  without 
the  benefit  of  any  town  appropriated  funds.  Once  again  the 
School  Committee  has  cooperated  to  its  fullest  to  give  Berkley 
a good  school  program.  Mr.  J.  Gerald  Fleming  has  devoted  many 
hours  to  work  out  the  best  educational  program  possible  for 
Berkley.  He  is  always  alert  to  new  ideas  and  is  not  afraid  to  try 
them  out.  He  is  a very  able  leader. 

We  hope  the  citizens  of  Berkley  will  continue  to  show  interest 
in  and  support  their  schools.  We  welcome  at  all  times  visits  and 
suggestions  from  people  interested  in  improving  our  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL

Dear iMr.  Roy: 

I hereby  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  principal  of  the 
Berkley  Public  Schools. 

Before  embarking  upon  an  account  of  each  school  individual- 
ly, I feel  compelled  to  report  on  a situation  which  is  occuring 
more  frequently  in  each  school.  This  is  the  subject  of  truancy. 

We  have  had,  during  the  past  year,  far  too  many  cases  of 
youngsters  being  absent  from  school  in  excess  of  20  days  during 
a year.  Many  of  these  are  unexcused  absences,  and,  unfortunate- 
ly, the  parents  are  working  and  unaware  of  the  truancy. 

The  only  recourse  we  at  school  have  in  such  a situation  is 
through  the  courts.  Chapter  76,  Section  1 of  the  the  General 
Laws  clearly  indicates  that  children  between  7 and  16  are  subject 
to  the  attendance  laws  and  section  2 places  the  responsibility 
with  the  parents.  If  these  laws  are  violated,  the  issue  must  be 
resolved  in  court. 


Elementary  School 

After  transferring  the  Opportunity  Class  back  to  the  junior 
high  building,  we  still  opened  in  September  with  all  rooms  being 
utilized.  This  year  we  have  two  first  grades,  two  seconds,  two 
thirds,  two  fourths,  and  one  fifth  grade  room. 

Each  of  our  first  four  grades  has  an  enrollment  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  40.  If  the  present  trend  continues  next  year  we  would  need 
10  rooms  for  the  five  grades,  which  would  leave  the  elementary 
school  one  room  short. 


Curriculum 

As  we  reported  last  year,  modern  math  was  introduced  to 
fourth  and  seventh  grade  pupils  in  September  1963.  This  year  we 
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completed  the  math  revision  by  teaching  modern  math  in  all 
grades  from  one  to  eight. 

The  phonetic  reading  system  initiated  last  year  is  being 
continued  this  year.  Results  were  most  satisfying  and  it  was 
felt  that  continuation  was  justified. 

Basically,  the  curriculum  is  much  the  same  as  in  previous 
years.  The  big  change,  however,  is  in  the  number  of  new  text 
books  which  our  students  were  supplied  with  this  year. 

New  books,  in  keeping  abreast  of  the  times,  were  installed 
to  some  degree  in  each  class. 

Our  special  teachers,  namely,  art,  music,  and  physical  ed- 
ucation remain  on  primarily  the  same  schedule  as  last  year. 

This  means  that  the  vocal  music  teacher  visits  each  inter- 
mediate grade  weekly  and  each  primary  grade  every  other  week. 

Each  class  has  one  period  per  week  with  the  physical  edu- 
cation teacher.  The  art  teacher  continues  to  visit  the  junior  high 
for  one-half  day  per  week. 

Instrumental  music  lessons  are  being  given  to  about  15  stu- 
dents in  the  two  schools.  The  advanced  students  combined  with 
a group  from  Rehoboth  for  the  Christmas  concert. 


Administration 


Each  year  the  administration  task  becomes  more  complex 
as  our  schools  continue  to  grow.  It  is  a remarkable  growth  over 
the  last  few  years  from  the  six  teachers  in  one  school  when  I 
arrived  to  over  twenty  now  in  the  two  schools,  including  full  time 
and  part  time. 

It  is  the  unprecedented  growth  of  our  student  body  which 
necessitates  the  increased  staff.  And,  with  the  added  students 
come  the  added  responsibilities  of  knowing  and  helping  each  one 
as  an  individual.  Our  primary  goal  remains  the  instruction  of 
the  whole  child. 
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Library 

I reported  to  you  last  year  that  I felt  the  library  was  our 
weakest  area.  Through  your  continued  cooperation  this  picture 
has  changed. 

We  have  added  well  over  a hundred  books  since  the  last 
report.  Some  of  these  were  purchased  through  approprated  funds 
and  others  were  bought  as  the  result  of  profits  realized  from  the 
student  magazine  drive. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  contribultion  to  our  library,  however, 
has  been  the  addition  of  adult  librarians.  Members  of  the  P.T.A. 
are  donating  their  time  and  staffing  the  library  for  one  hour  per 
day.  Through  the  help  of  these  ladies,  each  child  is  afforded  the 
opportunity  of  a weekly  visit  to  the  library. 


Testing  Program 

In  our  attempts  to  know  the  complete  capability  of  each 
child,  a sound  testing  program  is  being  carried  on  in  our  schools. 

Group  intelligence  tests  are  given  in  grades  1,  3,  and  5.  These 
are  scored  and  evaluated  by  the  principal.  Students  whose  scores 
on  these  tests  seem  questionable  are  then  given  individual  intel- 
ligence tests  to  further  evaluate  ability. 

All  students  are  given  achievement  tests  in  the  spring  by  the 
classroom  teachers.  Through  these  results  we  are  able  to  eval- 
uate our  pupjls  in  comparison  with  national  and  local  norms. 


Hot  Lunch  Program 

Our  cafeteria  program  operated  efficiently  throughout  the 
year  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Adella  Viveiros.  At  the  close  of 
the  school  year  in  June  we  had  brought  our  financial  status  out 
of  “the  red.”. 

It  remains  now  as  a self-supporting  operation  with  much 
surplus  food  being  provided  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 
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The  children  are  served  hot,  nutritional  meals  daily,  includ- 
ing milk  and  dessert  for  25c.  Many  of  these  meals  include  pastry 
and  bread  prepared  by  Mrs.  Mary  Fernandes  in  our  kitchen. 

The  percent  of  participation  in  the  elmentary  school  remains 
in  the  vicinity  of  75%. 

Using  surplus  commodities,  we  were  able  to  give  each  stu- 
dent a free  turkey  dinner  at  Christmas. 


Junior  High  School 


Because  of  space  limitations  at  the  elementary  school,  it  was 
necessary  to  move  the  opportunity  class  back  to  the  junior  high 
school. 

Enrollment  remained  rather  constant  nevertheless  due  to 
transfers,  retentions  and  dropouts.  Unfortunately  we  have  some 
students  who  refuse  to  be  shown  the  wisdom  of  receiving  a high 
school  diploma,  and  would  rather  become  dropouts  while  in 
junior  high  school. 

This  year  at  the  junior  high  we  have  one  sixth  grade,  two 
seventh  grades;  one  eighth  grade  and  the  Opportunity  Class.  The 
departmental  schedule  remains  in  effect,  although  more  di- 
versified. 


Curriculum 

All  grades  in  the  junior  high  school  are  now  using  modern 
math.  This  gives  us  a continuing  pattern  through  the  first  eight 
grades.  It  is  also  the  major  curriculum  change  of  the  year  at  the 
junior  high  school. 

Other  programs,  including  the  use  of  foreign  languages,  con- 
tinue to  give  our  students  a firm  background  for  high  school. 

The  special  teachers  who  visit  the  elementary  school  also 
teach  at  the  junior  high. 
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The  physical  education  teaches  have  two  periods  per  week 
with  junior  high  students  as  does  the  music  teacher. 

In  addition,  art  is  given  one  period  per  week,  while  home 
economics  and  industrial  arts  are  given  two  periods  a week. 

Junior  high  students  are  following  a strong  academic  curricu- 
lum including  English,  Math,  Reading,  Science,  Social  Studies, 
foreign  languages,  and  the  aforementioned  special  subjects. 

This  year  it  was  decided  to  offer  history  to  eighth  graders 
and  geography  to  7th  graders.  This  was  a recommendation  of  our 
study  committee  working  in  conjunction  with  Dighton-Rehoboth 
Regional  High  School. 


Administration 


Our  three-grade  departmentalized  junior  high  school,  for 
its  size  is  running  smoothly  and  efficiently.  The  administrative 
factor  takes  on  unusual  proportions  because  of  the  division  of 
time  between  the  two  schools. 

Percentage-wise,  I attempt  to  spend  more  time  at  the  ele- 
mentary school  because  of  number  of  students.  However,  suf- 
ficient time  is  spent  daily  in  the  junior  high  school  to  visit  classes 
and  confer  with  teachers  and  students. 


Last  spring  the  principal  held  individual  guidance  confer- 
ences with  eight  grade  students  regarding  high  school  programs. 
Guidance  personnel  from  the  high  school  also  visited  on  a regu- 
lar basis. 

Meetings  on  a union-wide  basis  were  held  in  the  curriculum 
areas  of  English,  Social  Studies,  and  Foreign  languages.  Its 
planned  to  further  this  project  this  year  to  include  the  areas  of 
Math,  Science,  and  some  special  subjects. 


As  we  continue  our  study  in  conjunction  with  the  high  school 
we  are  able  to  offer  our  students  a well-planned  course  of  study 
in  grades  7 through  12. 
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Library 

Our  junior  high  students  visit  the  town  library  on  a regular 
basis  through  the  cooperation  of  Mrs.  Helen  Craven  and  the  li- 
brary trustees.  Their  help  in  arranging  hours  to  fit  in  with  our 
school  program  has  been  most  helpful. 

Mrs.  Craven  has  also  been  most  cooperative  in  securing  good 
books  for  junior  high  reading. 

Testing 

Once  again,  as  in  the  elementary  school,  a complete  testing 
program  is  in  use  to  aid  us  in  properly  classifying  our  students. 

Intelligence  and  achievement  tests  are  correlated  with  those 
used  in  the  high  school  so  that  the  overall  progress  may  be 
charted  for  many  years. 

Hot  Lunch  Program 

After  a full  year  of  operating  the  hot  lunch  program  at  the 
junior  high  school  it  could  only  be  termed  a success.  Mrs.  Julia 
Hackney,  who  conducts  the  lunch  room,  is  assisted  by  two  stu- 
dents in  serving  and  collecting. 

The  junior  high  students  are  certainly  enthusiastic  about  the 
program  with  a daily  participation  averaging  over  85%. 

We  have  converted  a room  into  a cafeteria-type  serving  area 
and  installed  a sink.  At  this  writing  the  job  is  not  complete.  When 
finished,  however,  it  will  be  possible  to  wash  the  trays  at  the 
junior  high  rather  than  carry  them  back  and  forth  daily. 


Extra-curricular 

A primary  difference  in  our  school  program  came  about  this 
year  when  we  were  informed  by  the  B.M.C.  Durfee  Trust  Co. 
that  they  would  no  longer  carry  on  our  school  banking.  After 
months  of  planning,  it  is  now  anticipated  that  we  will  be  able 
to  renew  the  program  through  the  facilities  of  the  Taunton  Sav- 
ings Bank  some  time  in  January. 
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The  elementary  school  assembly  program  is  being  carried 
out  with  successful  results.  As  planned,  assemblies  are  held  at 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  mid-winter,  Memorial  Day,  and  the 
Spring  Festival  of  Song.  Each  class  participates  in  two  assem- 
blies and  the  festival. 

Junior  high  assemblies  have  been  held  periodically  on  safety, 
health  and  other  subjects.  The  annual  Christmas  program  was 
excellent  this  year  and  we  were  happy  to  note  that  more  parents 
are  showing  an  interest  in  this  program. 

Our  junior  high  sports  program  continues  to  function  through 
the  cooperation  and  energy  of  Mr.  Canuel,  Mr.  Richmond,  Mr. 
Cardoza,  and  Miss  Dunlap. 

The  boys  basketball  team  entered  a tournament  in  Taunton 
last  year  and  went  to  the  semi-finals  before  being  defeated.  The 
Berkley  boys  made  an  excellent  showing  both  as  athletes  and  as 
gentlemen. 

Our  girls  lend  vocal  support  to  our  basketball  team  and  parti- 
cipate themselves  in  a series  of  softball  games  with  other  schools. 
Miss  Kathryn  Dunlap,  although  an  elementary  teacher,  has  as- 
sisted the  girls  in  their  endeavors. 

Monthly  fire  drills  are  held  in  both  schools  to  acquaint  stu- 
dents with  proper  evacuation  methods.  In  addition  to  verbal 
instructions,  written  directions  are  posted  in  each  classroom. 


Our  annual  fire  drill  in  conjunction  with  the  local  fire  depart- 
ment was  held  during  Fire  Prevention  Week. 

All  classes  in  the  town  were  taken  on  educational  field  trips 
through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Clarence  Trenouth,  bus  contractor. 
Elementary  classes  went  to  various  points  of  interest  during  the 
spring  while  the  entire  junior  high  school  visited  the  Science 
Museum  this  past  fall. 

Mr.  Trenouth  also  kindly  transported  our  basketball  and 
baseball  teams  to  their  various  games. 

We  continued  the  practice  of  taking  those  junior  high  students 
who  wish  to  attend,  to  view  Cinerama  in  Providence. 
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And,  our  annual  Christmas  parties  in  all  classrooms  in  town 
were  again  financed  by  the  Berkley  Police  Association.  As  our 
enrollment  has  grown,  so  too  has  the  contribution  from  this 
group.  In  the  name  of  our  students  we  are  most  appreciative. 


P.T.A. 

This  group  must  be  considered  a vital  factor  in  our  school’s 
progress.  Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Robert  Shepard,  the  group 
has  lent  its  support  to  the  school  wherever  possible. 

As  previously  mentioned,  the  staffing  of  the  library  is  a 
great  contribution  to  our  students. 

Another  project  this  year  is  a Chicken  Pie  Supper  planned  in 
January  with  proceeds  to  be  used  to  purchase  choir  robes  for  the 
junior  high  glee  club. 

Once  again  the  P.T.A.  sponsored  a banquet  and  dance  for 
eighth  grade  students  as  they  completed  their  schooling  in  town. 

My  only  regret  is  that  more  parents  don’t  avail  themselves  of 
this  opportunity  to  help  their  children  and  those  of  others. 


Conclusion: 

The  years  go  speeding  by  as  we  watch  youngster  after  young- 
ster come  as  little  first  graders  and  progress  through  the  grades. 
And  with  each  one  comes  the  large  feeling  of  responsibility  for 
providing  an  education  for  that  child  to  meet  the  needs  of  today’s 
changing  world. 

We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  a school  committee  who 
recognize  this  responsibility  and  are  helping  us  fulfill  our  obliga- 
tions to  the  youth  of  the  town. 

To  you,  Mr.  Roy,  I shall  be  forever  grateful  for  the  help  and 
assistance  you  have  rendered  over  the  years. 

The  faculty  changes  made  this  year  were  good  choices  and 
an  asset  to  our  school  system. 
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I wish  to  thank  the  teachers  in  both  schools  for  their  work, 
in  many  cases  “above  and  beyond”  the  call  of  duty. 

The  unceasing  efforts  of  the  custodians,  Mr.  Richard  Babbitt 
at  the  Elementary  School  and  Mr.  Tedfield  Majcher  at  the  Junior 
High  School  who  keep  our  schools  in  good  condition. 

As  I noted  last  year,  Mrs.  Maciejowski,  our  nurse,  is  con- 
stantly striving  to  keep  our  children  healthy.  She  has  carried 
out  various  health  education  programs  in  addition  to  her  regu- 
lar duties. 

The  parents  are  again  invited  to  visit  school  at  any  time  to 
check  on  your  child’s  progress.  Many  seem  able  to  attend  as- 
sembly programs  and,  as  I noted  at  one  assembly,  it  would  be 
nice  to  see  them  at  other  school  functions.  I remind  you  that  the 
schools  and  your  children  are  your  most  valuable  asset. 

In  conclusion,  on  behalf  of  the  students,  sincere  thanks  to 
the  school  committee,  to  you,  Mr.  Roy,  to  the  teachers  and 
parents  for  your  efforts  in  making  this  a first-class  school  sys- 
tem.

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  PROGRAM  REPORT 


Berkley  Elementary: 

There  are  eleven  new  students  taking  instrumental  lessons 
this  year.  They  are  studying  the  following: 

1 flute  2 trumpets 

5 clarinets  3 percussion 

The  rental  period  for  beginning  students  has  been  increased 
from  three  months  to  four  months.  This  increase  will  bene- 
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ficial  to  the  students  and  parents  in  their  decision  to  continue 
instrumental  music  study. 

Of  the  eleven  new  students,  eight  are  renting  instruments 
passed  down  from  older  brothers  or  sisters.  In  the  case  of  the 
latter,  the  only  expense  involved  is  the  one  dollar  price  of  the 
method  book. 

The  Rubank  Elementary  Method  is  the  text,  which  can  be 
used  for  private  as  well  as  class  study,  and  is  one  of  the  finest 
methods  available. 


Berkley  Junior  High : 


The  junior  high  band  consists  of  fifteen  students,  three  of 
which  are  from  the  elementary  school.  Each  student  has  a 45 
minute  rehearsal  and  a lesson  each  week. 

Instrumentation  is  as  follows: 

1 flute  2 trumpets  2 alto  saxes 

2 trombones  4 clarinets  4 percussion 

Members  in  the  band  is  attained  after  the  first  year  of  class 
lessons,  therefore  there  is  a possibility  of  adding  eleven  new 
members  next  year. 

The  instrumental  department  has  received  twelve  music 
stands,  two  snare  drums  and  a bass  drum  stand.  Also  on  order 
are  two  snare  drum  stands,  sticks  and  a bass  drum.  The  addition 
of  his  equipment  will  do  much  to  improve  the  performing  ability 
of  the  band.

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REPORT  OF  BERKLEY  SCHOOL  NURSE 


Mr.  Robert  T.  Roy

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  school  nurse  of 
Berkley  Public  Schools.  Results  of  appraising  pupil  health  were 
as  follows:

In  addition  to  the  143  school  physicals,  Dr.  Poole  examined  47 
students  prior  to  their  participating  in  competitive  sports.  Six 
school  health  appraisals  were  done  by  private  physicians.  Out  of 
35  “return  to  school  certificates”  received  from  doctors,  only  7 
were  reported  as  communicable  diseases.  Seventeen  parents 
were  present  to  observe  school  physicals  and  consult  with  the 
school  doctor  and  school  nurse  about  the  health  status  of  their 
children.  Periodic  spot-checking  resulted  in  12  excuses  from 
classes  because  of  nuisance  diseases:  pediculosis,  nits,  and  sus- 
picious impetigo. 

Special  consideration  was  given  to  all  students  who  failed 
their  screening  tests.  Referral  notices  were  sent  out  to  49  parents. 
School  health  conferences  were  held  with  27  parents.  Fifteen 
home  visits  were  made  by  the  school  nurse. 

Individual  health  counseling  was  held  with  all  eighth  grade 
students. 

A total  of  577  visits  was  made  to  the  health  room.  Most  of 
these  visits  were  due  to  minor  cuts,  bumps  and  bruises.  Seventy- 
three  students  were  excused  from  classes  because  of  illness  and 
sent  home.  Parents  have  been  very  cooperative  in  assuming 
their  responsibility  of  keeping  sick  children  home  and  also  of 
transporting  their  sick  children  home. 
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Several  programs  in  health  education  were  conducted. 

Anti-smoking  campaign  was  conducted  in  the  school.  Films, 
lectures  and  literature  were  used  to  explain  to  the  students  the 
dangers  of  smoking. 

The  “do’s”  and  “don’ts”  of  cold  prevention  were  also  ex- 
plained by  the  means  of  lectures  and  films. 

A Mother-Daughter  Program  was  conducted  in  the  spring.  A 
film  entitled  “The  Story  of  Menstruation”  was  shown.  There 
was  a large  attendance  of  mothers  and  their  daughters  at  this 
program. 

Dental  health  was  explained  to  the  first  to  fifth  grades. 
Special  dental  kits  were  distributed  to  the  third  grade  students. 
These  consisted  of  a tooth  brush,  tooth  paste  and  an  experi- 
mental tablet. 

School  health  programs  were  explained  to  parents  at  a P.T.A. 
meeting. 

A similar  program  was  conducted  at  a meeting  of  the  Special 
Class  Parents  Group  which  was  held  in  Dighton. 

Teachers  have  invited  me  to  conduct  formal  health  educa- 
tion classes  in  the  classrooms. 

I had  the  opportunity  to  attend  several  meetings  of  the 
National  League  of  Nursing  which  were  of  interest  to  all  school 
nurses.  These  meetings  were  attended  on  my  own  time  and  at 
my  expense  and  included  topics  on  1.  School  health  laws;  2. 
Moral  problems  of  youth;  3.  Rehabilitation  of  the  Handicapped 
Student;  4.  Emotionally  disturbed  students;  5.  Mental  health; 
6.  Child  abuse  laws;  7.  School  health  programs;  8.  Smoking. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  you,  Mr. 
Roy,  and  also  to  the  principal,  the  school  physician,  the  teachers 
and  parents  for  their  cooperation  and  continued  interest  in  the 
school  health  program.  I also  wish  to  extend  sincere  appreciation 
to  the  Taunton  Chapter  of  the  Lions  Club  who  helped  obtain 
glasses  for  some  students.

ance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 


ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  for  the  Town’s  share  of  Chapter  90 
Highway  Maintenance,  and  to  authorize  the  treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  money  for  the  State  and 
County  shares,  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes  therefor,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provision  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article 
XIII  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  and  accept  the  fol- 
lowing new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  VII  of  Article  XIII: 


Section  7 

a.  A house  trailer  shall  be  defined  as  a structure  primarily 
designed,  built,  or  altered  to  be  drawn  or  hauled  by  a vehicle 
and  to  be  used  for  living  purposes,  whether  on  wheels  or  on  a 
temporary  or  permanent  foundation;  a mobile  home. 

b.  No  permit  for  a house  trailer  shall  be  issued  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  duly  authorized  agents  to  any  appli- 
cant except  one  who  is  at  the  time  the  application  is  made  in  the 
process  of  actually  constructing  or  erecting  a dwelling  house  on 
the  same  premises.  Such  a permit  shall  be  valid  for  one  year, 
and  may  be  extended  for  one  additional  year  by  said  Board  if 
the  Board  is  satisfied  that  the  construction  of  the  house  is  being 
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carried  on  in  good  faith.  The  Board  shall  revoke  the  additional 
permit  if  the  construction  ceases  to  be  carried  forward  in  good 
faith. 


c.  Any  house  trailer  located  in  the  Town  before  this  By- 
Law  becomes  effective  may  be  replaced  by  succeeding  house 
trailers  in  the  same  location  and  under  the  same  or  another 
ownership. 

d.  An  unoccupied  house  trailer  may  be  parked  on  private 
property  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  preceding  sections 
a.  b,  and  c. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section 
III  of  Article  XIII  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  to 
read  as  follows: 


Section  3 

a.  No  building,  residential,  business,  or  industrial,  or  a 
house  trailer  to  be  used  as  a residence  and  including  any  acces- 
sory buildings  thereof  shall  be  hereafter  erected  or  placed  on 
any  lot  of  land  having  a frontage  on  a street  or  roadway  of  less 
than  one  hundred  twenty-five  (125)  feet  and  having  an  area  of 
less  than  eighteen  thousand  (18,000)  square  feet,  unless  at  the 
time  of  adoption  of  this  by-law,  ownership  of  such  lot  was  held 
separately  from  the  adjacent  land,  or  such  lot  was  shown  on  a 
plan  or  described  in  a deed  recorded  with  the  Bristol  County 
(Taunton  District)  Registry  of  Deeds. 

b.  No  building  to  be  used  for  dwelling  purposes  which  does 
not  contain  at  least  six  hundred  (600)  square  feet  of  foundation 
area,  exclusive  of  porches,  steps,  attached  garages,  or  similar 
projections  shall  hereafter  be  erected  or  placed  upon  any  lot  of 
land. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  sums  of  money  to  be  spent  for  highway  repair,  and/ 
or  reconstruction  purposes  on  Anthony  Street,  and  Riverside 
Drive;  independently  of,  or  in  addition  to,  any  other  highway 
maintenance  program  which  the  Town  may  vote  on. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  lay- 
out of  a section  of  Anthony  Street  as  a public  way,  and  vote  to 
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empower  the  selectmen  to  take  land,  sloping  and  drainage 
rights,  by  gift,  purchase,  or  eminent  domain  for  the  relocation 
and  construction  of  a section  of  Anthony  Street,  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
layout  of  a section  of  South  Main  Street  as  a public  way,  and 
vote  to  empower  the  selectmen  to  take  land,  sloping  and  drain- 
age rights,  by  gift,  purchase,  or  eminent  domain  for  the  reloca- 
tion and  construction  of  a section  of  South  Main  Street,  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate or  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury,  a 
sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  Highway  Construction,  or  take  any 
action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  selectmen  to  contract  with  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  the  Bristol  County  Commissioners  for  the  laying  out 
of  Porter  Street  as  a Chapter  90  reconstruction  project,  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 


ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  to  the  Engineering,  Legal  Feels,  North 
and  South  Main  Streets  Account,  or  act  thereon. 


ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate sums  of  money  for  the  following  accounts,  namely: 
Berkley-Dighton  Bridge  Expense,  Road  Machinery  Account, 
Street  Lights,  Snow  Removal,  Sanding  and  Snow  Fence,  Care  of 
Berkley  Common,  Town  Reports,  Town  Water,  Cemeteries, 
Veterans’  Memorial,  Public  Institutional  Property  Insurance, 
Building  and  Sanitary  Permits  Agent,  Reserve  Account,  Com- 
pensation Insurance,  Interest  on  Loans,  Bristol  County  Retire- 
ment Assessment,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate sums  of  money  for  General  Relief,  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance, Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Disability  Assistance,  Welfare 
Administration,  Veterans  Services  and  Medical  Assistance  for 
the  Aged,  or  act  thereon. 
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ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  for  the  School  Department,  or  act 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  for  the  Public  Library,  and  to  trans- 
fer a sum  of  money  to  the  Public  Library  from  the  Dog  Fund, 
or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the  unpaid 
bills  of  previous  years,  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  therefor,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate or  transfer  from  available  funds  a sum  of  money  to  be 
set  up  in  a special  account  for  future  school  building  needs,  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  to  pay  a claim  against  the  Town,  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  select- 
men to  purchase  Public  Liability  Insurance  for  all  town  build- 
ings and  grounds,  and  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of 
money  for  same,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  make  a study  to  protect  the  town’s  water  resources 
for  its  own  use,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  make  a study  of  Town  Office  needs  for  the  several 
Town  Departments,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  appoint  an  inspector  of  gas  piping  and  gas  appli- 
ances in  buildings  as  required  by  Section  30  of  Chapter  737  of 
the  Acts  of  1960,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  to  approve  House  Bill  No.  1384  pro- 
posing a constitutional  amendment  to  limit  the  authority  of  the 
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Legislature  to  pass  laws  adding  to  the  costs  or  reducing  the 
income  of  cities  and  towns  unless  it  provides  the  money  therefor, 
and  to  instruct  the  Town  Clerk  to  send  copies  of  this  resolution 
to  the  Senate  President,  the  House  Speaker,  and  the  Senate  and 
House  chairmen  of  the  Committee  on  Constitutional  Law,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Berkley  Finance  Committee  has  held,  during  the  year, 
eight  meetings.  At  each  of  these  meetings,  we  have  considered 
carefully  all  items  concerning  expenditures  and  financial  re- 
quests of  departments  as  presented.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  com- 
mittee that  there  are  some  areas  where  savings  to  the  town 
could  be  accomplished  through  certain  changes  in  procedure 
and  a more  careful  planning  for  future  needs.  Some  of  these 
feelings  will  be  reflected  in  articles  proposed  at  the  coming 
town  meeting. 

The  committee,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  concerned 
with  a number  of  problems.  One  was  the  failure  of  the  tax 
collector  to  make  deposits  with  the  town  treasurer  on  a weekly 
basis  as  required  by  law.  Only  five  such  deposits  were  made 
during  the  year,  in  one  instance  as  much  as  six  months  apart. 
This  could  have  led  to  a sizable  cost  to  the  town  except  for 
the  urging  of  the  committee  that  a deposit  be  made.
